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cences of the popular music of Sicily. Sev- 
eral of Donizetti's airs aud choruses in "La 
Pavon'ta" Avcre Italian national airs. The 
celebrated cavatina in Eossini's "La Gazza 
Ladra" is founded on a Sicilian air. Di tan- 
ti poIpHi was originally a Eoman Catholic 
hymn. One of the finest ideas in his "Semi- 
r ami da" is an old German air. The melody 
of the last trio in "77/6' Barber <>f Sevilhl' 
[Zitii ZitU) is the same as Simon's air in 
Haydn's "Seitsonti." 

There is a similarity in the celebrated S<io- 
oni hi Tromha of Bellini and the first move- 
ments of the Priest's March in "Norma." 

The beginning of the well known German 
song, "When the SwaUows Homeward Fly," 
and the first part of the gi-eat sextette of 
"Lucia,"' are identical. 

Change the movement of "Auld Lang 
SjTie " and it will be found to greatly re- 
semble "Comin' thro' the Rye." The m'u- 
song of ''Wearin' of the Green'' is suspi- 
ciously like the old song of " Benny Havens. " 
•' The Wearin' of the Green " was written by 
Ei.lward Lysaght, tlic author of "Tlie Sprig 
of Sliillelali," "Kate of Garnavilla," "No 
Union," and other popular songs of the 
close of the last century. The ' ' Marsellaise " 
is generally attributed to a Prenchmau 
named Kouget de Lisle, but it is also said to 
be an imiDortation from Germany. The old 
air of " Malbrook " is nothing more nor less 
than ""We won't go home till morning." 

Among the airs which Handel has taken 
from his operas and introduced into his ora- 
torios are Rendi Vsereno al eiglio from So- 
sarme, now known as " Lord, remember Da- 
vid," and Dove sei amato bene, in Roselinda, 
which has been converted into "Holy, Holy, 
Lord God Almighty."

Paoanini's Shoe Violin. — The Paris Fig- 
aro announces the sale of one of the most 
carious violins the musicid world ever pos- 
sessed. ' ' II fanatici per la musica " will find 
at No, 9 Rue Yivienne, a violin of Paganini's 
which, at first sight, merely presents the ap- 
pearance of a mis-shapen wooden shoe. The 
story thereof is curious. Daring the winter 
of 1838, Paganini Avas living in a maison de 
sanfe, called Les Neothermes, Rue de la Vic- 
toire, 48. A large box was brought to him 
by the Normandy diligence, on opening 
which he found two inner boxes, and, care- 
fully wrapped in several folds of tissue pa- 
per, a wooden shoe, and a letter stating that 
the writer, ha\dng heard much of his genius, 
begged as a proof thereof he would perform 
in public on an instrument made out of this 
sabot. Paganini felt this to bo an impcri- 
nent satire, aud mentioned the ^.(ciy, with 
some annoyance, to his friend, the Chevalier 
de Baride. Tlie latter took the sabot to a 
violin maker, who, with wondrous ingenuity, 
converted it into a musical instrument. The 



Chevalier insisted on Paganini trying the 
i sabot. He riot only did so, but performed 
I on it some of his most exquisite fantjisies, 
; which fact, in the handAvriting of the gi*eat 

musician, is recorded on a shp of paper now 

to be seen posted on the sabot violin for sale 

in the Rue Vivienne.
